Windstorm causes 
carnage all over region

Hurricane force winds that 
swept across northern Michigan 
for two days last week toppled 
trees and power poles, left peo- 


ple without heat and lights and , 


resulted in spoiled food for busi- 
nesses and families. 

Low pressure streams that 
blew across the Midwest and 
South Central Canada caused 
high winds to cause damage 


across northern Michigan last 
week, Winds, which ranged from 
30 to 80 miles per hour, started 
on Tuesday morning and contin- 
ued through Wednesday. 


“We had wind gusts all over 


northern Michigan and we've 
had a lot of widespread damage,” 
said Andy Sullivan, a meteorolo- 
gist with the National Weather

The District 2 Commissioner’s seat 
covers Beaver Creek Township and a por- 
tion of Grayling Charter Township. 

Republican Shelley L. Pinkelman, vice- 
chairwoman of the Crawford County Board 
of Comunissioners, also survived a chal- 
lenge trom No Party Affiliation candidate 
John L. Chad by a 407 to 216 vote.

The Grayling City Council last) week 
agreed to spend up to $46,795 to purchase 
and equip a 2011 Chevy Tahoe that will 
serve as a patrol vehicle for the Grayling 
Police Department in winter months, 


Grayling City Manager/Police Chiel 


Doug Baum said he tried to convince for- 
mer Grayling City Manager David Thayer 
that the department needed a four-wheel 
drive vehicle for winter use when he was 
hired in January 2009. Baum said he was 
told that the city could not afford the vehi- 
Cie: 

Two weeks after the conversation, Baum 
said he was contacted at home and told that 
an off duty officer was stuck on North 
Down River Road because the road had not 
been plowed. 

At issue is the Grayling City Hall and 
Police Department are focated off of North 
Down River Road. The Crawford County 
Road Commission tocuses on plowing pri- 
mary roads when there is significant snow- 
fall due to decreased manpower and budget 
woes. Snow blowing across the Grayling 
Army Airfield also causes drifts to build up 
on the road, 

City police officers have to try 10 con- 
vince road commission plow truck drivers 
to plow the road, call for help from 
Crawford County Sheriff's deputies or call 
for tow trucks when they get stuck on the 
road or entering the road. Even fire trucks 
have gotten stuck while on the road, 

“You have to keep your foot in the gas 
and hope you can get in the parking lot and 
hope you can get back out,” said Grayling 
City Police Officer Al Somero, 

The vehicle will allow officers to drive 
right up to a person’s house for an emer- 
gency rather than parking a patrol car and 
hiking the rest of the way to the residence. 
It will also come in handy for accidents that 
occur on I-75, 

“When we get those calls, we need to get 
there and that’s pretty important,” Baum 
said,

Fire department working on long 
term plans to serve Camp Grayling

Before breaking as allies, 
Camp Grayling. City of 
Grayling and Grayling 
Charter Township officials 
are forging forward with a 
plan to provide fire services 
to the military. 

Representatives from 
each entity recently met lo 
discuss long term plans to 
provide firefighting services 
to Camp Grayling, the 
Grayling Army Airfield and 
ils ranges, 

Since 2005, Camp 
Grayling has been providing 
$50,000 to the Grayling Fire 
Department to fund man- 
power, equipment and train- 
ing. The pact was made with 
the understanding that the 
Grayling Fire Department 
employ two full-time fire- 
fighters. Capt. Steve Eddy ts 
currently the only full-time 
firefighter working for the 
fire department. Former 
Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer fired Travis 
Roberts, the department's 
fire inspector and fire mar- 
shal. in May 2009, 

Maj. Jim) Robson, the 
facilities engineer for Camp 
Grayling, recently brought 
the issue to the forefront 
hecause the camp is still 
paying the fire department 
yearly and was not aware 
that the second firefighters 
position was vacant and 
never refilled, 

Grayling City Manager 
Doug Baum said he and 
Robson searched their files 
for a contract requiring 
there to be two full-time 
firefighters, but concluded 
the pact was made with a 
verbal agreement, 

“We all found there was- 
n't anything to be founds 


Baum said. “Basically. if 
was a gentlemen's agree- 


ment.” 

At issue is the 
government requires Camp 
Grayling to utilize fire ser- 
vices that have a seven- 
minute response Ume. The 
fire department at the camp 
only battle fires on its 
ranges.

The 
military has their own crash 
and rescue unit, but those 
soldiers will soon be 
deployed to Iraq or 
Afghanistan, 

“They've got a fot of 
knowledge and equipment 
over there, but it is all going 
overseas,” Baum said.

it was during this trip that 
Amman saw. firsthand the 
harsh reality of Honduras 
and the public educational 
system in Honduras, Haiti 
is the poorest country in the 
Western Hemisphere and 
Nicaragua is considered the 
second poorest, making 
Hlonduras the third poorest 
country in the Western 
Hemisphere and the poverty 
that pervades the country 
affects the education sys- 
tem. Public education. in 
Honduras is beleaguered 
with problems with over- 
crowding and understaffing. 
The majority of the teachers 
have little formal training in 
teaching methodology, high 
dropout rates and grade rep- 
elilion rates plague the sys- 
tem, and less than 60. per- 
cent of the children continue.

to the fifth grade. Rural 


children face even harsher 


conditions. Many schools 
are inaccessible, poor quali- 
ty and characterized by large 
classes offering multiple 
grade of instruction. 

The trip was a pivotal 
moment in Amman’s life. 
On the plane ride back to the 
comforts of the United 
States, Amman made a 
promise to herself that she 
would go back. The fol- 
lowing year, she fulfilled 
this promise by returning as 
a volunteer English teacher. 
In 2000, Amman taught 
English from first grade all 
the way through high 
school, She also taught night 
classes for adults. 

While working at the 
schools Amman lived in 
Nuevo Paraiso, which was a 
community of single moth- 
ers and their children run by 
a Honduran non-profit 
agency called Sociedad 
Amigos de los Nifios. Her 
time in that community with 
the children and single 
mothers was an important 
time in her life. 

“Being in Nuevo Paraiso, 
allowed me to realize that J 
wanted to work with the 
people of Honduras to 
improve the educational 
system, but that in order for 
this to happen I had a lot to 
learn,” Amman said. 

After returning to the 
States and graduating from 
Alma College in 2001, 
Amman continued to work

or straight-lined winds. 

“The damage was so 
severe and scattered, it was 
difficult to determine where 
the damage and power oul- 
ages occurred,” Akers said. 

Ironically, businesses 
from B.C. Pizza to the 
Grayling Mini Mall on the 
west side of the [-75 
Business Loop were left 
without power for most of 
the day on Wednesday, 
while businesses on the 
other side of the roadway 
had power. 

Pharmacists at Rite Aid 
were only able to fill pre- 
scriptions if customers paid 
with cash, and faced a back- 
log of orders when power 
was restored. The Big Boy 
of Grayling lost a day’s 
worth of business, but made 
up for that when residents 
throughout the area came in 
for hot meals at the end of 
week. The Big Boy also had 
a caplive breakfast crowd 
on Saturday, when down- 
town restaurants and busi- 
nesses were left without 
power for a couple of hours. 

“We were busy Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, so we 
broke even,’ said Deb 
Lemaster, general manager 
for the Big Boy of Grayling.
